He had a second wife, Donna Blackledge (not positive about 
last name). They had no children. All this was told to me by Donnie's 
mother, Audie; and she was not having a very good day. So | was hesitant 
to dig any more. The Bible will be a good reason/excuse for me to question 
her a little more. | do not believe that she or other members of the 

family (Donnie's 1 half brother (and 1 dead), 3 brothers, and 1 sister) 

hear very much from either of the wives or the two children. Perhaps this 
Bible will give them all a chance to renew family ties.
